CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. to 
—The Vanguard III satellite 
so ared into o rbit to day and re­ 
v iv ed sagging U. S. prestige in 
the space ex plo ratio n field. 
The 100-po und satellite was 
bo o sted alo ft by the last o f the 
Vanguard ro ckets. 
The Van­ 
guard, o nce the scapego at fo r 
American space failures, thus 
ended its hard luck histo ry o n 
a triumphant no te- 
The success fo llo wed two 
straight American space flo ps. 
J ust 14 ho urs befo re, a Tho r- 
Able ro cket fizzled in an at­ 
tempt to place a 26 5-po und 
nav igatio n satellite in o rbit. On 
Wednesday , a J upiter missile 
carry ing mice and fro gs o n a 
space flight ex plo ded 1.000 feet 
abo v e its launching pad. 
The flo ps came while So v iet 
Premier 
Nikita 
Khrushchev 
v isited this co untry , basking 
in the limelight o f Sunday ’s 
successful So v iet mo o n strike. 
The satellite was the third 
put up in 11 tries by the Van­ 


guard. 
It includes 
the 
50- 
po und pay lo ad and the 50- 
po und third-stage ro cket which 
remained attached. 
Its jo b was to measure the 
earth’s magnetic field, so lar

Shaped like an ice cream 
co ne, Vanguard III is made o f 
magnesium and fiberglas.

In the tip o f the co ne is a 
magneto meter to measure the 
magnetic field and help lo cate 
po ckets o f dangero us radiatio n.

It said the new 
satellite is ex pected t swing as 
far o ut as 2,300 miles in space 
and as clo se to the earth as 
315 miles, and wo uld remain 
alo ft fo r 30 to 40 y ears.

The rabid skunk wras sho t 
Sept 7 after it go t into a fight 
with a do g o wned by the R. B. 
Miley family o f 50 Crane driv e, 
Sleepy Ho llo w. The do g nipped 
its o wner after it was bitten by 
the skunk, so it will hav e to be 
quarantined 14 day s, Dr. Al­ 
brecht said. 


The health o fficer co mment­ 
ed that the 
p e r s o n s who 
bro ught these rabid animals to 
the attentio n o f the health de­ 
partment and then agreed to 
sacrifice their pets in the in­ 
terest o f their o wn and their 
neighbo rs’ pro tectio n against 
rabies were to be co mmended.

Glatman, who spent the night 
talking to priso n o fficers o f iiis 
childho o d, witho ut mentio n o f 
his crimes, said just befo re he 
was led to the gas chamber,

The flight pattern includes 
bo th No v ato and San Rafael, 
and the nav igato r will be the 
Marin Co unty Bo ard o f Super­ 
v iso rs. « 
The co mmittee v o ted to urge 
the superv iso rs to make appli­ 
catio n prio r to No v . 30 fo r aid 
funds fro m the Federal Av ia­ 
tio n Agency . 
The co mmittee also receiv ed 
the assurance o f Co unty Ad­ 
ministrato r Do nald A. J ensen 
that he will see if the stumbl­ 
ing blo ck to the No v ato Airpo rt 
can be o v erco me. 
And the co mmittee was as­ 
sured by San Rafael City Man­ 
ager Dan E. Andersen that a 
reso lutio n fro m the city co uncil 
wo uld be so ught suppo rting the 
co mmittee’s urgent plea fo r 
co unty actio n o n Federal Av ia­ 
tio n Autho rity funds. 


Co mmittee Chairman C. J . 
Fairhurst 
said 
funds 
wo uld 
hav e to be applied fo r no w to 
get federal suppo rt in the fo rm 
o f matching aid by 19 6 1 o r 
19 6 2. 
“ The idea is,” said Fairhurst, 
“ to giv e the bo ard autho rity to 
sell 
bo nds 
when 
they

needed.” 
If a bo nd issue is appro v ed 
by the v o ters, the bo ard co uld 
then flo tify the federal go v ern­ 
ment 
Marin 
has 
sufficient 
matching funds fo r the co n­ 
structio n o f an airpo rt.

The airpo rt co mmittee also 
learned fro m a representativ e

liminary repo rt fo r an airpo rt. 
The co mmittee was to ld that 
prices wo uld be within 10 per 
cent mo re than tho se included 
in the repo rt when it was made 
abo ut a y ear ago .

U.S. HELP URGED 
Africa Talk Given 
To Women Voters

“Emerging Africa” was the 
subject of a talk by Mary 
Louise Hooper, only white per­ 
son ever to have worked inside 
the all-Negro African National 
Congress, which 
proved the 
highlight of y esterday ’s first 
fall meeting of the Mill Valley 
League of Women Voters. 
Mrs. Hooper, an American 
Quaker, lived from 19 55 to 
19 57 in South Africa, where 
she spent some time in jail as 
a supporter of the non-violent 
struggle for voting rights and 
equal privileges for all races. 
She represented the African 
National Congress of South 
Africa as a delegate to the All- 
African 
People's 
Conference 
held in 19 58 in Ghana. She is 
now West Coast representative 
of the South African defense 
fund. 
Mrs. Hooper described prob­ 
lems of the rapidly developing 
continent of 230 million inhabi­ 
tants. 
She listed as problems, com­ 
mon to both 
predominantly 
Arab North Africa and Negro 
South Africa, poverty , lack of 
education, technical backward­ 
ness and the need for all states 
to integrate their national free­ 
dom movements. 
Interested especially In the 
problems of “Black Africa,” 
Mrs. Hooper mentioned tribal­ 
ism, the many languages which 
prevent 
communication, 
and 
chieftainship. The solution for 
the latter, she suggested, might 
be a “House of Lords” for the 
chiefs, while the real work 
would be done by a parliament. 
Artificial political division, 
such as the division of one peo­ 
ple into three Somalia states, 
she recalled, is “a great ob­ 
stacle.” 
Needs of the emerging states, 
she went on, are trained person­ 
nel, such as doctors, engineers, 
teachers; technical equipment, 
capital for development, and 
above all food, which she rec­ 
ommended the United States 
provide from its vast surpluses. 
“As the world’s richest na­ 
tion, we have the moral re­ 
sponsibility to help Africans 
through our foreign aid pro­ 
gram, and on the practical side

by love and generosity .” 


is that it is smart politics.” said 
Mrs. Hooper. Russia is not 
sleeping in this respect, she 
pointed out. 
There is still a lot of good 
will in Africa for the United 
States, she declared, in spite of 
three 
things: 
this 
country ’s 
treatment of its Negro minor­ 
ity, its support of the French 
in the Algerian crisis, and lack 
of interest in the South Afri­ 
can oppressions. 
Speaking 
w i t h 
personal 
knowledge 
of 
“unbelievable 
atrocities” 
in 
South 
Africa. 
Mrs. Hooper warned that there 
is a point where such things 
cease to be internal affairs— 
as in the case of the Jews under 
Hitler. 
“In both moral and practical 
levels, you had better help 
Africa,” the speaker concluded. 
Held at the Mill Valley Golf 
clubhouse, the meeting conven­ 
ed with discussion of “A Look 
at the League’s Year.” 
It was decided that work­ 
shops will be held on foreign 
policy and local planning and 
that the group will work with 
the San Anselmo League on na­ 
tional and state water prob­ 
lems.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
There Are Couple Thousand 
New Laws Effective Today 


You arc a ffected today by nea rly two 
thousand new laws. 


Starting today , if y ou are jobless, y ou 
may draw 355 per week unem ploy m ent 
insurance instead of $40. Or if y ou're 
in line for the job, y ou may be a ppoint­ 
ed to Marin's new third municipa l court 
judg eship. 


On the other hand, if y ou are a y el­ 
low-billed mag pie, y ou ma y g et shot be­ 
cause the Leg isla ture decided y ou are 
a pest and not a song bird. 


Today the v ast ma jority of the 2.19 3 
bills Gov . Edmund G. Brown sig ned into 
law become effectiv e. Many of them 
affect y ou directly . Some of them al­ 
rea dy are in operation, like the new tax 
on 
cig a rettes, 
beer 
and 
inherita nce 
tax es. And don't forg et the increased 
state income tax , which is at work now 
althoug h y ou may not feel it until nex t 
April. 


If y ou are a state worker, y ou already 
ha v e felt the happy effect of a fiv e per 
cent pa y boost, which started J uly 1. 


Some of the laws passed, howev er, 
won't become operational today . Like 
the new 65 miles per hour speed limit 
on the hig hway s; it WILL NOT be in 
effect until Jan. 1. Or the required state 
reg istration of small boats and rules for 
sa fe operation and reporting of acci­ 
dents. They become effectiv e April 1. 


Here in Marin the effectiv e date 
mea ns other thing s too, besides the new 
municipal court. Tidelands for small 
boat harbors in Richardson Bay and 
Santa Venetia area become the prop­ 
erty of Mill Valley and the County of 
Marin, prov iding they improv e them 
within 10 y ears. The Depa rtment of 
Natural Resources, which today takes 
ov er full administrativ e control of the 


sta te's bea ches and 
parks from the 
State Park Commission, can buy Steep 
Ra v ine and ocean fronta g e to connect 
Ta ma lpa is Sta te Park to Stinson Beach 
State Park. 
Marin County , or any county , may 
now reg ula te small dams, like the one 
which dumped wa ter into Sleepy Hol­ 
low a y ea r or so ag o. The county can 
also fina ncia lly aid Sausalito School Dis­ 
trict for two more y ears while the re­ 
dev elopment of Marin City is under 
way . 
When y ou g et y our county ballot 
nex t y ear, any county propositions on 
it will be accompanied *by an unbiased 
ex planation of what the mea sure will 
do. prepared by the county counsel. 
We g et some additional roads incor­ 
porated in the state hig hwa y sy stem — 
the road from Greenfcrae to Pt. San 
Quentin, a road y et to be desig na ted 
from San Rafael to near Pt. Rey es Sta ­ 
tion, and a loon which will link Fairfax 
and Nov a to v ia Nicasio. D on’t driv e 
these state hig hwa y s until 
they are 
built, howev er. 
The state has ag reed to build a rapid 
transit tuba under San Francisco Bay 
between Sr.n Francisco and Oakland if 
the public v otes the bonds to build the 
rest of the rapid transit sy stem. 
Gov ernor Brown can now na me the 
members of the Golden Gate Authority 
Commission to study possible consolida ­ 
tion of bridg e, port and airport fa cili­ 
ties, and we hope he g ets a rourd to it 
soon so that they can g o to work. 
These are only a few of the hundreds 
of newf laws. There's not enoug h space 
here to ev en list them. But they ’re all 
passed now and it's up to y ou to abide 
by them. Ig norance of the law is no ex ­ 
cuse.

Protests Story On 
Guffey Reader 
EDITOR, 
Independent-Journal: 
Hav ing rather more than 
a passing familiarity with the 
sev eral 
reading 
series 
dis­ 
cussed in the Sept. 11 Inde- 
pendeni-Journal, I feel that I 
must protest the implications 
of the entire article, and the 
many mis-impressions it pre­ 
sented to the public about the 
teaching of reading the public 
schools and in priv ate org an­ 
izations. 
A teacher quoted in the 
article cohiplains that children 
hav e been ex posed to Cali­ 
fornia State reading materials 
without learning to read, but 
“ apparently the M c G u f f e y 
readers 
worked.” 
Does 
he 
mean to sug g est that no stu­ 
dents hav e failed after ex ­ 
posure to McGuffey readers? 
The orig inal 
McGuffey . re­ 
lated to the present edition 
only in name, has been out of 
use for so many y ears that 
few people hav e ev er seen it. 
lot alone know' how’ m a n y 
pupils failed to read it. The 
present edition is not ev en 
meant to be used as a basic 
skill-building reader, so that 
there cannot be many presont- 
dav students on whom it has 
worked. What is apparent to 
this.teacher is not so apparent 
to other readers. 
It is no wonder that pupils 
learning to read from the Mc­ 
Guffey series must g o to Noah 
Webster for their phonics, for 
these “ readers” are not reallv 
dev elopmental readers at all, 
but a literature book publish­ 
ed by the American B o o k 
Company to supplement their 
dev elopmental reading series. 
Both the California State read­ 
ers and the Scott Foresman 
series discussed by the news­ 
paper article, on the other 
hand, hav e a carefully dev el­ 
oped prog ram of phonics be­ 
g inning 
with 
listening 
for 
sounds in the first day s of 
first g rade. 
These statements are not 
meant to sug g est that children 
may not learn to read quite 
adequately with the combina­ 
tion of McGuffey and Noah 
Webster, but neither should 
it be sug g ested by persons 
making a responsible compar­ 
ison that the combination of­ 
fers any thing that is not pro­ 
v ided more thoroug hly and 
more sequentiallv by the Scott 
Foresman and many o t h e r 


prog rams used in Marin Coun­ 
ty . We seriously question the 
fairness of undermining the 
confidence of the public in 
their schools without g iv ing 
them complete, honest, and 
accurate information f r o m 
which to form their opinions. 
The writer quoted in y our 
article may really believ e that 
material ordinarily found in 
hig h school literature books 
is suitable for 11-y ear-olds or 
that smaller ty pe produces a 
book that can be read with 
better results. He cannot, as 
principal of an 
elementary 
school, be serious in his state­ 
ment that modern-day tex ts 
are “ sprinkled with y outhful 
characters FOREVER say ing 
their c o m p a n i o n s ‘Look! 
Look!’ or ‘Come, come’.” “ For­ 
ev er" is considerably long er 
than it takes to read a pre­ 
primer, and it is only in pre­ 
primers that such sentences 
are found. 
Pre-primers were not used 
in the day s of the orig inal Mc­ 
Guffey ; instead, c h i l d r e n 
learned lists of words and let­ 
ters for months before they 
read in a book. In modern 
reading 
series, 
pre-primers 
teach these basic words and 
at the same time inv olv e chil­ 
dren in real story characters 
whose adv entures are real be­ 
cause they happen to all chil­ 
dren. Reading is n o t j u s t 
words: it is words put tog ether 
in such a way as to tell a story . 
When y ou are six . and read­ 
ing is v ery new, a familiar 
friend like “ come” can sav e 
many a day , reg ardless Of how’ 
“ Come, come” may s o u n d 
when reading has become old. 
The 
director 
of 
the 
3R 
Schools states that literary 
content is g iv en no thoug ht in 
present-day readers. Does he 
know the Scott Foresman pro­ 
g ram. or the Ginn, or any of 
the others in current use? 
Does he know that for one 
unit in the fourth g r a d e

stories and 17 books are sug ­ 
g ested for the children's read­ 
ing . and that each of these is 
selected, as are the reader 
stories by May Hill Arbuthnot 
and Marian Monroe on the 
basis of their literary content

My understanding of first 
rate literature was that it 
spoke clearly to man of thing s 
that were important to them 
in a way that would make 
them w'iser and better people 
than they were before. Chil­ 
dren’s literature, then, must 
speak to children in this way ; 
and the selections in the read­ 
ers under discussion, by out­ 
standing children’s authors, do 
just 
that. 
Disraeli, 
Samuel 
Johnson, and Oliv er Wendell 
Holmes do not; indeed, how 
much do they say to any one 
today ? And may we be forev er 
deliv ered from “ our American 
culture” if we mtist g o down 
once ag ain to a watery g rav e 
with Mr. Long fellow’s HES­ 
PERUS. Rather let him take 
aboard Mr. McGuffey ’s perse­ 
v ering aunt, who is so eag er 
to draw the morals for us all. 
Children who read literature 
appropriate to their ag e and 
interest can draw their own 
morals. 
Too 
many 
“ pious 
aunts” w’ould g ladly draw the 
morals for this w’orld — one 
of the more outstanding ones 
was named Adolf Hitler. 
It is more than important 
that our schools, public and 
priv ate, use the best tex tbooks 
av ailable to teach r e a d i n g . 
And it is equally important 
that the public w’ho support 
the schools understand the 
materials from which their 
children are being taug ht to 
read. 
If the press feels a responsi­ 
bility to enlig hten in this di­ 
rection. they would be wel­ 
comed as enthusiastically in 
any school district office as 
they hav e been by priv ate in­ 
stitutions. Any amount of time 
w'ould be spent in g iv ing a 
true picture of the reading 
prog ram. A free press, how­ 
ev er, must be as free from 
the prejudice of its leadership 
as from the dictates of g ov ern­ 
ment. If they do not wish to 
tell the story whole, then let 
them be silent. Let us hav e

Moon Shot Gave Mr. K. Good 


Start, Hov/

In choosing this moment to 
shoot the moon Mr. I\. has 
taken, we must presume, a cal­ 
culated risk. Among the dan­ 
g ers of his v isit the g reatest 
— apart from a possible acci­ 
dent — is that nothing will 
come of it all, that the moun­ 
tain will hav e labored and 
broug ht forth a mouse. 


In sig nalling his arriv al by 
such a spectacular scientific 
and technolog ical triumph, he 
has to think of his departure, 
and whether his v isit, which 
has started so big , is to peter 
out at the end. 


IF ONE COULD feel sure 
that Mr. K. has realized what 
the moon shot is as propa­ 
g anda in the present situation, 
it would be reasonable to as­ 
sume that he is cqming here 
with something important to 
say . 


After such a crashing ov er­ 
ture. the way has been pre­ 
pared for something * m o r e 
than the Khrushchev - Nix on 
dialog ue, at the Mosco\v Fair, 
or an oral presentation of 
Gromy ko's speeches and diplo­ 
matic notes. 


The ov erture promises to 
prepare the way for some 
mov e which i n a u g u r a t e s , 
which does not throw cold 
water upon, serious neg oti­ 
ations. 


While conceiv ably it may be 
the case, I find it hard to be­ 
liev e that Mr. K. has g iv en 
such importance to the v isit 
if he does not hav e some seri­ 
ous business in mind. Mr. K. is 
nobody ’s fool, and he cannot 
be deluding himself with the 
fantasy that there can be any 
marked chang e in the Amer­ 
ican attitude towards the cold 
war without a chang e of sub­ 
stance in some of the critical 
issues of the cold war. 


THERE IS NO more chance 
of his beg uiling and seducing 
us w'ith speeches and g estures 
than of our conv erting him to 
the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence and the Bill of Rig hts 
with the sig ht of supermarkets 
or what hav e y eu. 


In the end ev ery thing will 


depend on whether in his pri­ 
v ate talks with the President 
and his closest adv isors, a way 
is found to continue the talks 
when the President g oes to 
Moscow. The public hullabaloo 
will be interesting to w'atch. 


But in the absence of seri­ 
ous talks, what Mr. K. thinks 
of the U. S. A. and w'hat the 
American people who see him 
think of Mr. K. will no more 
chang e the course of history 
than the moon shot has chang ­ 
ed the course of the moon. 


IN SAYING ALL this, I do 
not mean to sug g est that the 
talks will be serious only if 
Mr. IC. ag rees with us. The 
essence of the stalemate about 
Germany is that there can be 
no German settlement, and 
not ev en an ag reed truce, un­ 
less a new formula — how­ 
ev er limited and prov isional— 
is introduced into the dead­ 
lock. 


There is some reason to 
think that we, in company 
with the British, w'ould ex ­ 
amine carefully and w’ith an 
open mind a new formula. As 
the Sov iet Union has the diplo­ 
matic initiativ e in the German 
question, the new formula will 
hav e to come from Mr. K. It 
cannot come from President 
Eisenhower who has to think 
about his continental allies.
